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Whose Hospital? 

The city council is relinquishing 
control of the South Side hospital, 
in accord with an arrangement 
made between the city of Strath- 
cona and the Provincial Univers- 
ity at the time the building was 
erected. But that the University 
is actually securing control is not 
so certain. The enabling Act put 
through the Legislature provides 
that the institution shall be under 
the direction of a board of nine 
members, three appointed by the 
city, three by the University, and 
the three by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. Whether under that ar- 
rangement the University or the 
Government will really control the | 
hospital i is a matter of conjecture. 
What is clear enough is that the 


city will not controj it. A minority | 


representation of one-third on the | 
board of governors will serve only 
to associate the city in a measure 


of responsibility for the conduct | 


of the institution, without giving | 
it power to direct either in matters | 
of policy or in details of operation. 
It is at least doubtful if it is wise 


; for the city to accept uny such po- 
, sition. Divided authority does not 
‘ commonly lead to success in the 


direction of any undertaking, and 
twice divided authority is doubly 
unlikely to produce satisfactory 
results. It is fair contention that 
the city might better step clear of 
the whole enterprise, and refuse 
to be held in any way accountable 
for an institution which is going to 
be managed by either the Univers- 
ity or the Government, or by the 
two in collusion, certainly not by 
the city. 

But while the hospital is to be 
run by the University or by the 
Government, as the case may be, 
the arrangement is that the city 
shall continue to provide the in- 
terest and sinking funds on the un- 
paid balance of the cost of the 
building, some $300,000. That is 
by no means a fair-looking propo- 
sition. The hospital is 
taken over ostensibly by the Uni- 
versity. The object is not to op- 
erate it as a hospital for city pa- 
tients, but as a demonstration room 
for the medical college. The pur- 
pose is not to provide patients 
with hetter treatment than they 
would get from the hospital under 
city control, but to provide medi- 
cal students with the opportunity 
to study cases under the most con- 
venient and satisfactory cireum- 
stances, If, in fact, the Govern- 
ment, and not the University, 
does the directing it may be with 
that or with any other end in view 
which the Government may deem 
wise. The city is not called upon 
to provide part of the cost of es- 
tablishing the medical school, nor 
to furnish hospitals for the Provin- 
cial Government. If one or other 
of these authorities is to take over 
the hospital it should in equity 
take over also the unpaid balance 
of the cost of the building. If the 
advantage to be given the medical 
students is not worth that cost to 
the University, the city certainly 
cannot afford to pay the price in 
order that they may have the ad- 
vantage. If it is worth the cost 
the University should do the pay- 
ing. And if the Government is to 
control the hospital the Govern- 
ment should finish paying for the 
hospital. 

The practical question is: who’s 
hospital is it to be? That it will
